William Riley, aged 57, was found 
dead at his home on Short street near 
Front at aooa today by A. B. Turner, 
who for tha put thraa weeks has bean 
boardiac at tha home of Riley. The 
aged man waa (bund in hta bed and 
by hia aide was a bottle ot carboUo 
acid frooi whieh only a aaiall quantity 
had been takan. His month and ehln 
were burnad from tha aeld. 

Mr. Turner, who waa anvloyad at 
the MaysTilla Cotton Mills, oama In 
from hU woik at noon and' ImM finding 
Riley in the kitchen, ha want on thru 
the house calling for the man. He 
saw him laylns In the bad and en- 
deavored In nwakon him whan be dis- 
covered that he was dead. 

Riley was also employed In the Cot- 
ton Mills but did not go to work this 
morning oomplalning to Mr. Turner 
that he was hot feeling well. He ssid 
that he would r.o town and get 
some medicine and would have a 
warm dinner ready when the Cotton 
Mill whistle sounded. 

Immediately upon findlrvg the body, 
the neighbors notlfled Coroner Hlg- 
glns, who was soon on the Job and 
made a careful investigation looking 
ererywhere for some sort of commun- 
ieation wl^ieh might have be^n left by 
tha man bat nbna was found although 
tha aittli* house waa : iearehed care- 
fully. Chief (tf PoUea Ort also search- 
ed the honaa thoroughly in saaroh ot 
some oommnnleatfcm. 

Rlla^r's aniolda may ahad aoma Ugbt 
on the myatarloua mufdar ot Ban 
Sohumaohar. night watdiman at the 
^rayBville Cotton lOUa on last T6«a 
day morning. Tha pttUea hsTa baan 
questioning Riley rather eloaaly (or 
the past week as it waa suppoaed that 
he knew something about the case in 
some way. The police had never been 
able to get anything of any Import- 
ance from Riley. It is learned. 

It has never been thought that Riley 
himself was the murderer but It Is 
thought that Riley knew something 
about the killing and he has evident- 
ly taken his secret with him. The sui- 
cide seems to Indicate that the police 
are working on the right track to 
bring Ben Schumacher's murderer to 
Justice and an arrest may be expect- 
ed now at most any time. 

Riley was a cripple and walked on 
crutches. He had been employed In 
the CoUon MilU for the paat twenty- 
flve years. He was a vary elaver old 
gentleman and had a large number of 
friends. Ha was unmarried and had 
no housakaapar. hia naaraat relaUra ia 
a nephew who llyaa on a farm near 
Abardaan. 

Tha body was ranorad to MbllTaln, 
Knox A Dtanar^ morgna and pre- 
parad tor boriaL CoMoer Hlgglas will 
hold the inquest within a short time.

the law provided a penalty for fSlldra 
to enforce the law, and ha did fiot 
propose to be the goat for every dog 
owner In the county. 

Owners of dogs are required to buy 
licenses for each and every dog own- 
ed before January 1, or be liable to a 
fine. These fines go to the county 
stock fund to help pay losses on sheep 
killed by dogs. It Is the duty o^ every 
man to report any one harboring a dog 
without a license. If you will oall the 
Farm Bureau offloe and. give tha name 
of the owner his ease will bo attended 
to Without your name being given. 
Twenty*slz men hava purohssed li- 
censes to date. Last year over 1100 
were sold.
